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Claims 6, 7, 11 and 12 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) 
as being in improper form because a multiple dependent claim 
cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(n). Accordingly, the claims 6, 7, 11 and 12 have not 
been further treated on the merits. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-5 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
obvious over Eagles et al . (5,620,450). Eagles et al . disclose 
body portion 12, nose portion 14, push rod means 18, and means 
defining a passageway therethrough which has a configuration 
which includes a smoothly continuous undulating surface (14f, 
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14g, 14h 14k, 141) . Alternatively, it would have been obvious 
that the surface (14f, 14g, 14h 14k, 141) is a smoothly 
continuous undulating surface since the surface undulates up and 
down in a generally smooth manner. As to claim 2, Eagles et al . 
disclose insert 22. As to claim 3, Eagles et al . disclose 
forwardly projecting portion (100a, 102a). As to claim 4, 
Eagles et al . disclose ribs (114k, 1141) which are at the bottom 
of the passageway when the instrument is appropriately oriented. 
As to claim 5, Eagles et al . disclose depression 114g between 
the ribs and depressions 114f, 114h at the outside of each rib. 
As to claim 8, Eagles et al . disclose . recess 114g and shoulders 
(114k, 1141) . 

Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Eagles et al . (5,620,450). As to claim 
9, Eagles et al . fail to disclose the recess reducing in depth 
and width in the direction away from the push rod means. 
However, it is old and well known in this art to so shape a 
recess in a lens injecting instrument in order to obtain the 
advantage of providing a smooth passageway for the lens. It 
would have been obvious to so shape the Eagles et al . recess so 
that it too would have this advantage. As to claim 10, Eagles 
et al . fail to disclose means to locate a pair of forceps. 
However, it is old and well known in this art to include such a 
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means in a lens injecting instrument in order to obtain the 
advantage of quickly and accurately positioning the forceps. It 
would have been obvious to include such means on the Eagles et 
al . instrument so that it too would have this advantage. .
